The young poet was Jose 
Marti. He was born in Havana, 


Jan. 28, 1853. He died leading a 
rebel band in an invasion of Cuba 
near Dos Rios on May 19, 1895. 
Most of the years of his life 
were spent in sorrow, sacrifice 
and exile. He knew Mexico City, 
Paris, New York, Guatemala, 
British Honduras, Haiti, Santo 
Domingo. He taught school, he 
wrote for newspapers, he lived 
for liberty. And, finally, he died 
without having it. But the forces 


he set in motion were to bring 
the United States into a war 
against Spain and Cuba was 


freed 


on 
Part of Tyranny 

Marti was the first to see that 
the long years of corruption and 
dishonor which the Spanish crown 
had established as a literal way 
of life in Cuba was perhaps the 
worst part of what was a com- 
plete tyranny. 

Those Cubans whose ideals 
have matched Marti’s—and there 
have been, and are, many such— 
have raged against this dis- 
honor and corruption as revealed 
in the worst of their dictators— 
(Gerardo Machado and Fulgencio 
Batista. When Fidel Castro came 
to power he recalled Marti and 
declared that he would end cor- 
ruption in Cuban government and 
would give to it the dignity of 
Marti’s example. 


But he. too, succumbed. He 
had corruptionists about him. 
Icrnesto (Che) Guevara, the Ar- 


gentine Communist who had been 
a part of terror and the corrup- 
tion in Guatemala when a Com- 
munist government was estab- 
lished there a few years, has 
been the “economic adviser” in 
Cuba. Along with Raul Castro, 
brother of Fidel, they soon cre- 
ated a government which became 
increasingly corrupt. 


No Freedom 

There was the disappearance 
of liberty, the right of trial by 
jury, the freedom to meet, to 
criticize, to publish. Castro’s dic- 
tatorship was as cruel and as re- 
strictive of freedom and _ justice 
as that which sent the young poet, 
Jose Marti, to prison.

vening were those of cold prag- 
matism. History may be about to 
confront this nation with reasons 
as coldly compelling. We = can 
pray not. If it comes it will be 
only because the general situa- 
tion deteriorates rapidly and vital 
self-interests are involved. But 
come it may. 

History is not through with 
Cuba—or with us. There are hard 
lessons and decisions ahead.

The spokesman said all three 
planes returned safely to base 
but that there was no informa- 
tion on the results of the raid.

Soviet-designed tanks and Mig jets are 
being used against the revolution in Cuba.

Yet Soviet Premier Khrushchev has 
the effrontery to warn the United States 
to stop the fighting in that unhappy is- 
land.

This 
may be misrepresented, demonstrated 
against, and exploited for ill temporarily.

Stanley Laurel Deserves 
This Oscar for His Art 


Congratulations are due to the actors, 
actresses and other laborers in the fields 
of Hollywood who won Academy Awards 
Monday night. Congratulations are also 
due to the Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences itself for presenting a 
special award this year to Stan Laurel. 


. Laurel is ailing and retired now at 71. 
It has been 16 years since he and Georgia- 
born-and-educated Oliver Hardy (is there 
a monument to this great man in Harlem, 
Ga., and if not, why?) were actively en- 
gaged in their noble profession of making 
people laugh. But no one who ever saw 
Stan weep or Ollie explode has forgotten 
them. Further thousands born since their 
last picture was made have met them and 
loved them on television. Laurel and 
Hardy are favorites of children. 


The “oscar” awarded Monday night 
was for Stan Laurel’s “creative pioneer- 


ing in cinema comedy.” The list of now- | 


standard comedy devices invented by 
Laurel is a long one. Every comedian of 
today is in his debt. The double-take, the 
master blunder, wild and pointed sound 
effects (a man is hit in the head and from 
the sound track comes the noise a ham- 
mer makes when it hits an anvil)—these 
and more were originated by Laurel. 


It is not nostalgia to yearn for the 
comedy of Laurel and Hardy, of W. C. 
Fields, of Chaplin. They made us laugh. 
Today we have comics who make us titter 
or groan. That is not the same thing by a 
long shot. Whether this is the comics’ fault 
or the audience's (that is, the world’s), is 
not the point. 


Laurel and Hardy comedies were fun- 
ny. They were in good taste. They were 
art. (If Charlie Chaplin was America’s 
greatest mime, Stan Laurel was a close 
second greatest. Oliver Hardy was expert, 
too.) They had a universal appeal. 
(Churchill loved them. So did Stalin.) 
They were poetry. (“Genuine poetry in 
every sense,” Dylan Thomas said of one 
of their bits.) 


The world could use a little of the

“old” humor today. Perhaps this award 
for creative pioneering will inspire some- 
one to follow the well-marked trail of 
pioneer Stanley Laurel.

City Facts of Life Show 
Need for a Cabinet Post 


It is significant that two former big- 
city mayors introduced Sen. Kennedy’s 
“urban affairs” bill into the Senate. May- 
ors know better than most the urgent 
problems our cities are faced with. 

This bill would elevate urban prob- 
lems—and solutions—to the Cabinet level. 
It would create a U.S. Department of Ur- 
ban Affairs. Even people who prefer as 
small bureaucracy as possible will be 
able to see the necessity of the creation 
of this one. 

The facts of city life are well known 
and don’t need to be repeated at length 
here. We are a nation of cities. Most of 
our people live in them. The problems 
and the needs peculiar to crowded city 
life demand action. Since states won’t help 
cities and cities can no longer help them- 
selves (because there are so few sources 
of revenue open to them), the federal gov- 
ernment must. | 

Republicans opposed this idea in their 
1960 platform. But since then there has 
been an election and the party has had 
time to examine the returns. The returns 
show that President Kennetly carried 24 
of 38 cities with 500,000 population or 
more. 

This fact of life about cities should be 
more compelling than the non-political 
ones to the GOP. 

Southern Democrats also should offer 
support for this bill. Cities are providing 
a major part of the magic that is trans- 
forming the South into a no-longer-poor, 
industrial section.

Farm Bills in Congress 


Offer Hope for Better 


President Kennedy’s farm bill drew 
some strong backing yesterday when in- 
troduced in Congress but it still faces 
rough going. 


Many senators and _ representatives 
will buck it on the grounds that it strips 
them of legislative power and puts au- 
thority in the hands of special commodity 
groups, the farmers themselves. 


The bill is not without safeguards, 
however. Proposed legislation would be 
sent to Congress only after consultation 
between elected farmer groups and the 
secretary of agriculture. Congress could 
veto recommendations or let them stand. 
There also is a stipulation that programs 
would not go into effect unless approved 
by a majority of two-thirds of the pro- 
ducers voting. 


Aims of the Kennedy bill and those of 
the widely discussed Talmadge farm plan 
are similar—raising farm income and re- 
ducing the multi-billion-dollar cost of 
buying and storing surpluses. Their meth- 
ods, however, differ. 


Both approaches offer hope for im- 
provements over the present farm mud- 
dle. Congress should avoid horsing around 
and coming up with nothing of signifi- 
Cance, as has been the case in the past. 


Cuba Is Warning to Whole Hemisphere 


Pro-Castro riots throughout Latin America 
are symptoms of economic and social illnesses 
and their fruits in political unrest. The Cuban 
crisis, with all its dangers, SRI 
could be repeated over and ©. “~ 
over again from Mexico to & ga SS 
Argentina unless the United 
States and the industrialized 
West heed the warnings and 
thus prevent budding revolu-

All conclusions point to the need for basic 
reforms in governmental, economic and social 
structures. Development capital is needed. Land 
reform is paramount, along with agricultural 
education and research. Ililteracy almost is uni- 
versal. Brazil, the most literate of all. still has 
more than 50 per cent illiteracy. These processes 
will take time and they will be costly, : 

CED’s nine-point recommendation stresses 
self-help programs, governmental and private. 
to assist in the transition to the modern world. 
The 19th century foundations must be modern- 
ized to improve the living standards of neg- 
lected millions or many of the 20 Latin Ameri- 
can republics could take the Castro route.

Freedom Its Voice 


President Kennedy's flat-trajectory reply to 
Premier Khrushchev is a significant state paper 
of this era. No matter what becomes of the 


Cuban revolution, the new American President has given liberty a 


new tone of voice in the world. 


The Kennedy tone was even-tempered but final. There was no 
bluster and no quaver. He said what he meant, and what the Ameri- 


can people meant. ' 


To the Russian who had threatened to help Costro repel the 
revolt in Cuba, Kennedy replied that if he tries to do so the United 
States will not permit it. And abruptly, in the deadly reserve of this, 
one caught sight of the American fleet, the STRAC paratroops, the 
B52s that make this land not simply a fountainhead of gentle idealism, 
but a very powerful flood of power in leash, a force of blood and fire 
that can and will protect freedom. To a world that has seemed to 
doubt us, this vision must have come as a cold shock of delayed recog- 
nition. We are not weak. We are explosively strong. 

* - . 


But this conversational exchange of ultimatums transcended 
threats to fight. Khrushchev, masterful in politics, met his match in 
argument, too. Since Stalin, the Soviet leader has been refining his 
method of speaking to peoples, not governments. 

His threat to Kennedy was framed in words to be quoted by the 
discontent. Laos should have taught him that Kennedy can whet the 


edge of reason. 


The Kennedy reply on Cuba may have been checked by Bohlen, 
screened by Rusk. But the language seemed as fully in character with 
Kennedy as Churchill’s speeches seemed to him. The logic was 
precise. Khrushchev’s misrepresentations were stripped. Castro's be- 
trayal of his own revolution was explicit. The Cuban peoples right 
to revolt was branded, smoking, into the haunch of the discontent.

One could even believe for a moment that the Communist demon- 
strators in Japan, Latin America and New York felt slightly silly. 

Moreover there was boldness. Reserving nothing, Kennedy said to 
the world that American troops will not intervene in the present re- 
volt—a major decision to make, yet made promptly, robbing Castro 
of world sympathy in exchange for whatever small local military 


comfort he might have found in it. 


There was no State department wool or nicety in this message to 
Khrushchev. There was no groping effort to state freedom’s cause. 
The straps and laces of diplomat practice were not present on this 
lean frame. Kennedy went to the world intense and bare, and believ- 


ing in liberty. 


His audacious final paragraph went beyond defending acts of 
freedom and turned in the midst of crisis to dare mankind to examine 


communism. 


It was not a rebuttal to Khrushchev. It was a manifesto to the 
willing power of liberty and whether Khrushchev fights or quits, 
whether Castro wins or loses, one suddenly feels easy and good About 


whatever it is we have to do.

Twenty-four guides take parties of 50 through the building at approxi- 
mately three-minute intervals all day long, beginning at 9 o’clock in 


the morning, 


There are, as usual, boy scouts 
and lovers and matrons peering 
nervously through bifocals. They 
wear sport shirts and shorts and 
toreador pants. They carry their 
children’s teddy bears and stroll- 
ers and sometimes the children. 

What distinguishes this year’s 
tourists, however, is a certain ab- 
sence of mind. They are preoc- 
cupied as never before in the 
guides’ memories with another 
historic building 16 blocks away, 
namely the White House. 7 

As one group of 50 assembled 
at the starting point in the ro- 
tunda one recent morning, a pur- 
poseful mother in an orange 
blouse, who kept up a running 
patter of information for her lit- 
tle daughter, inquired: ‘Will we 
see the President’s room?”

other American President was confronted by a violent event in a 
Latin-American country that put in critical question the wisdom and 
durability of rigid Presidential pledges against United States military 
intervention in its security zone. And what happened at Tampico; 
Mexico, April 9, 1913, led inevitably to the shelling of Veracruz by 
the United States on an order from a President, Wilson, who had 


renounced intervention. 

The strain imposed on Presi- 
dent Kennedy by the hostile gov- 
ernment of Cuba and by the civil 
war now raging there may not 
require his more unconditional 
anti-intervention pledge to be 
breached, as Wilson’s was. But 
history might repeat itself in this 
important respect: the confusions 
of counsel, which caused Presi 
dent Wilson to shrink from grap- 
pling firmly with the mounting 
threat to the United States rep- 
resented by Huerta in Mexico 
until this action was forced upon 
him, may be the reason why 
President Kennedy guaranteed a 
hands-off military policy toward 
Cuba that he, too, may be com- 
pelled to reverse. 

Mr. Kennedy gave this guar- 
antee at his news conference on 
April 12. He was asked whether 
‘a decision has been reached on 
how far this country will be will- 
ing to go in helping an anti-Cas- 
tro uprising or invasion of Cuba.” 
He replied: “I want to say that 
there will not be, under any con- 
ditions . . an intervention in 
Cuba by the United States armed 
forces.”’ 

It is well known in Washing- 
ton that some of the President's 
inner circle have been arguing 
that the peculiar hazards creat- 
ed by the problem of Castro's 
Cuba made it necessary for Mr. 
Kennedy to give this sweeping 
and unconditional commitment. 
It is also known that others of 
his close advisers oppose it for 
its obvious reason that the Pres- 
ident should not make to the 
world in general, and _ Latin 
America in particular, a guaran- 
tee which foreseeable events 
beyond his control could render 
unredeemable, While Mr. Ken- 
nedy, unlike President Wilson,

has not augmented any _ uncer- 
tainty he may feel as to Cuban 
policy by commissioning a host 
of special investigators outsida 
his administration, he too, has 
been exposed to the confusion of 
counsel which leads to wavering 
policy, such as Wilson's toward 
Huerta, and to his own statement 
of an absolute policy that even 
the utmost determination on his 
part cannot by itself maintain. 
President Wilson's troubles 
with Mexico were not beset by 
the complications which confrort 
President Kennedy in Cuba. Huer- 
ta was not an ally of a great 
foreign power dedicated as is So- 
viet Russia to the global destruc- 


tion of free institutions. The 
United States had not signed a 
hemispheric treaty which  (Ar- 
ticle 15) asserts that no nation 


“has the right to intervene, di- 


rectly or indirectly, for any rea- 
son whatsoever, in the internal or 
external affairs of any other... .” 


Nevertheless, Wilson, a sym- 
pathizer with the Mexican agrar- 
ian revolution in which Diaz was 
overthrown, continued to affirm 
absolute United States neutrality 
while American lives and prop- 
erty were being increasingly lost 
in Mexico. 

But the encouraging effect this. 
had on the anti-Americanism fa-* 
mented by Huerta finally re. 
sulted in the arrest by a Mexicans 
military squad of seven unarmed* 
members of the crew of the, 
U.S.S. Dolphin who were loade 
ing supplies they had bought and* 
paid for, ‘ 

The upshot was that Wilson's 
absolute against military inter. 
vention was shattered, as events 
have a way of shattering all ab.

“If my own 
employes should be careless 
enough to check out and de- 
liver a shirt with a button miss- 
ing, I offer the owner of that 
shirt two shirts laundered free 
of charge to atone for our neg- 
lect. . . . Actually we laundry 
operators take every precaution 
against loss and breakage of 
buttons. When a button is off, 
we replace it. When a button 
is broken, we also replace it— 
if we see it. As you have dis- 
covered, a crack in a little shirt 
button is not always visible to 
the naked eye.”’ 

No, | was never mad, nor 
totally ignorant. | simply had 
no idea that anyone would take 
it seriously when I said ma- 
chines break buttons, hogs chew 
collars, or that Marines shoot 
holes in shirts. 

Kidding the laundry is like 
booing the umpire or kidding 
about your mother-in-law.

Ease Driver Plan, 
Insurers Ordered 


Comptroller Gen. Zack Cravey Tuesday ordered Georgia insur- 


ance dealers to liberalize rules of a new 


“safe driver’’ 


ance plan scheduled to go into effect May 1. 


Cravey said a spokesman for 
the National Automobile Under- 
writers Association agreed to sub- 
mit a supplemental ‘‘rate filing’ 
for approval by May 1 clarifying 
what is meant by a “‘safe driver.” 


OUT THE WINDOW 


“‘All of those little moving-auto 
violations are out the window,” 
Cravey said. 


The new plan calls for an 
average rate increase of about 
8.2 per cent in public liability 
auto insurance except for persons 
or families with no accident rec- 
ords for the past three years, who 
will get a 15 per cent deduction 
from the new rate. 


The original plan listed all sorts 
of violations that would result in 
demerit points and call for drastic 
hikes in insurance rates. 


ARGEED CHANGES 


A rating bureau spokesman 
tentatively agreed to make these 
changes, Cravey said: 


1. All references to simple ‘‘reck 
less driving’ will be eliminated. 


2. Newly licensed drivers still 
will not be able to get the rate 
reduction until afetr acquiring a 
three-year record of accident-free 


driving. 


3. Every suspension or revoca- 
tion of a driver’s license will cost 
at lesanoteo int.Inca pseswhree 
at least one point. In cases where 
state policy makes suspension or 


revocation mandatory, 


the cost 
will be three points. ' 


4. Every accident or traffic 
charge of any sort must be re- 
vealed to the insurance agent on 
the application, but the companies 
in turn will adopt a liberal policy 
favoring the motorist in marking 


‘up demerit points. 


Cravey said the main targets 
of penalties for unsafe driving 
should be persons convicted of 
transporting stolen goods, hit-run 
driving, driving under the influ- 
ence of narcotics or intoxicants, 
or convicted of committing a 
felony in the operation of a ve- 
hicle. 


The increases in rates made for 
each demerit point is to remain 
the same—50 per cent for one 
point, 100 per cent for two points, 
and 150 per cent for three points. 


Cravey said he had originally 
approved the safe-driver plan on 


‘condition that hte insurance com- 
_panies find ways to make it work- 
able and save premium costs for 


at least 80 per cent of all Georgia 
drivers. 

“I’m pretty well satisfied,”

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Freeway System To Be Finished in ’64 


The entire Atlanta expressway 
system and a 63-mile perimeter 
route around the city should be 
completed and in use “by the 
end of 1964," a state Highway de- 
partment official predicted Tues- 
day night. 


All of the perimeter route, 
which will enable motorists to 
bypass completely the heart of 
downtown Atlanta, is expected to 
be under construction by the end 
of 1962, said Lonnie Pope, execu- 
tive secretary of the state high- 
way board. 


Completion of Atlanta’s express- 
way maze by 1964 would culmi- 
nate a 16-year effort that began 
in 1948 when the first contract 
was let on the superhighways. 


SPENDING $157 MILLION 


The current year “should be 
the biggest year in the history of 
the Highway department,’’ Pope 
said in a speech to the Georgia 
Trucking Association’s fleet su- 
perintendents unit. 


He said the department expects 
to place under construction some 
$107.5 million ‘‘in federal-aid proj- 
ects alone,” as well as about $50 
million of Gov. Vandiver’s $100 
million bond reconstruction pro- 
gram. 


The total amount of contracts 
let by the Highway department 
in 1961 “‘should be in the neigh- 
forhood of $157.5 million,’”’ Pope 
said. 


BOOST FOR ECONOMY 


He said this ‘‘should be a great 
assist in combating unemploy- 
ment and boosting the economy of 
the entire state.” 


The first $30 million increment 


of reconstruction work, Pope 
said, will embrace 126 projects 
“located in 130 counties covering 
a total of 2,269 miles.” 


Some 19.5 miles of Atlanta's 
perimiter route is already under 
construction, he said, and ‘‘the

Premier Fidel Castro was re- 
ported rounding up hundreds of 
rebels in Cuban cities in an effort 
to wipe out his opposition. Ca- 
nadian diplomatic dispatches from 
Havana indicated there had been 
no popular uprisings in the capi- 
tal city against Castro. 

Cuban diplomats around the 
world predicted an early victory 
for Castro. 


Communist diplomats in Lon- 
don said Castro might even at- 
tack rebel exile bases in the Mi- 
ami area if he became desperate. 
They said an attack by Castro 
might be with bombs “or even 
other weapons.” 


The heavy air and tank attacks 
on the anti-Castro beachhead 
some 90 miles from Havana came 
shortly after the rebels reported 
they had secured an airfield there 
and were flying in supplies and 
enlarging their toehold. 


A top Cuban exile source said 
seven MIG jets and three U:S.- 
built. T33 jet trainers converted 
into warplanes attacked in waves 
with well-disciplined precision for 
an hour at noon, diving in low 
to bomb and strafe the Matanzas 
Province rebel-held area. 


MANY TANKS 


The air attacks coincided with 
attacks by Soviet tanks reported 
hidden at secret bases in Cuba 
for such an occasion. The rebel 
forces said the tanks appeared in 
“large numbers” but gave no 
details. 


A communique issued in New 
York by the Cuban Revolutionary 
Council which planned and exe- 
cuted the invasion said peasants, 
workers and militiamen were 
joining the rebel forces and 
widening the area already liber- 
ated by the revolutionary forces. 


But it said Tuesday’s attacks 
by heavy Soviet tanks and MIG 
fighters ‘‘destroyed considerable 
medical supplies and equipment”’ 
destined for the Cuban freedom 
fighters. It made no mention of 
rebel loss of life during the at- 
tack. 


Exile sources said the 10-plane 
attacking force struck at the in- 


vaders between 12:30 p.m. and 
1:30 p.m. then flew off in forma- 
tion, indicating the pilots were 
highly trained. Czech technicians 
have been in Cuba for several 
months. Some 100 Cubans have 
been undergoing flight training

This was the first reported ap- 
pearance either of the MIGs or 
tanks in action in Cuba. Both 
have been reported at secret 
bases by Western intelligence 
sources.

In the hand shown today, taken 
from a national team-of-four 
event, one East effected a gain 
of 730 points for his team by the 
employment of a brilliant defen- 
sive coup. 


The bidding was quite normal, 
and the natural contract of three 
no trump was reached at both 
tables. Despite the unbalanced 
nature of the North hand, the no 
trump contract was accepted, for 
an 11 trick minor suit contract 
did not appear inviting. 

In each case, the queen of 
diamonds was opened, which went 
to declarer’s king. A club was 
led toward dummy, and _ the 
queen went to East’s king. At 
this point, a diamond continua- 
tion will permit declarer to win 
the hand, for he will win with 
the ace and proceed to give up 
one club trick, to establish four 
tricks in the suit while dummy 
still retains the ace of hearts. 
But one East chose not to return 
the diamond. Instead, he laid 
down the king of hearts for the 
purpose of driving out dummy’s 
entry.

“What can I do to make a 
dress with a kimono sleeve 
more comfortable? There is al- 
ways a tugging feeling at the 
underarm curve and often the 
seam splits.” 


This is a question I am asked 
regularly. If the sleeve is too 
short to permit the arm to be 
raised easily, it is often neces- 
sary to add a_ gusset. This 
sleeve is formed when waist 
and sleeve are cut in one with- 
out a shoulder seam. A gusset 
will relieve streain and add 
comfort. It is usually a square 
with opposite points fitting into 
a slashed opening and. to the 
underarm seam. 


One-Piece Gusset: If the pat- 
tern doesn’t call for a gusset 
and you wish to add one, mark 
a diagonal line for a_ slash 
about 3'+ inches long. Before 
slashing, I feel it is absolutely 
necessary to reinforce’ the 
points. This may be done with 
ribbon seam binding, the same 
color as the garment. Place 2. Press seam _away from 
binding on stitching line; stitch %USSet and edge stitch on right 
to point; now pivot the garment ide.

In the body the amount of water 
is regulated automatically in most 
cases. We lose moisture by per- 
spiring, by elimination, by breath- 
ing.

Ingredient #3 is Alkylate, noted 
for knock control in hot engines 
Jimmy Doolittle helped pioneer this out- 
standing high-octane ingredient for Shell 

aviation fuel. 

Alkylate—the ingredient that took the 
dream of 100-octane gasoline out of the lab 
and put it into the skies—is now in Super 
Shell. It controls knocking in hot engines 
at high speeds better than anything else yet 
available. 
noTE: Speaking of controlling knocks at 
high speeds, remember that car engines fre- 
quently turn even faster than the engines 
of a DC-7. Think of this next time you pass 
another car. 


Ingredient #4 is anti-knock mix 
for extra resistance to knocks 
You might think that two high-octane ingre- 
dients are enough for knock-free perform- 
ance. But Shell's scientists have keen ears. 
They insist on adding a special anti- 
knock mix. A mix so effective that one 
teaspoon per gallon can boost anti-knock 


rating by five points. 


This mix has the tricky job of regulating 
combustion so that Super Shell gives each 
piston a firm, even push—rather than a 
sharp blow which would cause a knock. 


Ingredient #5 is Butane for 
quick starts on cold mornings 
Butane is so eager to get going that Shell 
keeps it under pressure 400 feet below 
ground to stop it from vaporizing by itself. 
Think what this extra volatility means in 
cold weather. Your engine fires in seconds. 
There is less strain on your battery. And 

none on your patience. 

NOTE: Super Shell is primed with Butane 
all year round. In winter, Shell scientists 
simply increase the quick-start dose. 


Ingredient #6 is Pentane mix 
for fast warm-ups on cold days 


Pentanes are made by tearing gasoline apart, 
much as you split kindling to start a log fire. 


In this case, the “logs” are petroleum’s 
heavier hydrocarbons. A special process 
transforms their molecules from slow- 
burning “logs” into the quicker-firing 
( . , ) 
kindling. 
NET RESULT: Fast warm-up and top per- 
formance in a hurry. 


Ingredient #7 is an “anti-icer” 
to check cold-weather stalling 


Super Shell's formula is adjusted as often as 
eight times a year to beat the weather. For 
example, whenever the temperature is likely 
to be less than forty-five degrees, a carbu- 
retor anti-icer is added. 

Why add anti-icer at forty-five degrees? 
Because, even then, frost can form in your 
carburetor just as it does in your refrigerator. 
It can choke your engine dead. 


Ingredient #8 is gum preventive 
to keep carburetors clean inside 


Even the purest gasoline can form gum when 
stored. This can clog carburetors and foul 
automatic chokes. But, with Super Shell, 
you needn't worry. A special gum preven- 
tive does the trick.
